rilla team assassinated President John F* Kennedy.

IN AN INTERVIEW with 
The Associated Press, the 6- 
f dot-6 district attorney out- 
lined the essential facts of his 
ease, claiming again that the 
i; lentrai Intelligence Agency 
rithheld the truth about the 
ssassination from the War- 
en Commission and the puh- 
■ : ic. ■ 

“The President -was killed 
; by a fatal bullet that was 
fired from the front/* Gar- 
■■ rison said “That was not 
the only time he was hit 
from the front. There was a 
i crossfire situation set up, 
which involve^ at - least two 
pairs of men 1 in! the front— 
apparently two men behind 
the stone wall and two be- i 
hind the picket fence, which 
is a little bit in back of the 
stone wall. v ■ 

“The role of the second 
man in each case was to pick 
up the actual cartridges, tak- 
en on . the bopee, so to 
speak, so that me cartridges 
could be disposed of as quick- 
ly as, the guns, which were 
apparently tossed in the back 
of cars. . There were cars 
parked /immediately behind. 

“lit addition to those men in 
front, they had at least one 
mao in* the hack who was 
shooting, although it is be- 
coming increasinglyapparent 
that he was not shooting from 1 
the sixth floor of the book de- : 
pository. ;■ 

“We have located one other 
person who was involved in 
the operation. He was one of 
the adventurers who was in* ■ 



voived in the aflti^astrifactiv-* 
ilies, who was not using a gun, i 
hut who was engaged in a 
!■ row in Dealey Plaza in order 
to aid- those who had guns. 

“YOU HAD in effect a group 
of men -operating, as a guer- 
rilla team. |jt was a precision 
" operation, apd was carried out 
very coolly and with a lot of 
coordination. 

* - It appears they used frangi- 
. ble bullets/' Garrison contin- 
; ued* “They are forbidden by 

the Geneva Treaty, but are 

• the kind of bullets that are 
quite often used— or would be 
used — lor an assassination 
project by intelligence forces 
or forces employed by an in- 
telligence agency, because 

: there is assurance even before- 
hand that there will be no bul- 
lets, ho slugs remaining, with 
any of the landmarks of the 
guns to help authorities identi- 
fy the gmis, Frangible bullets 
ixplode into little pieces/’ 
v Referring to the bullet found 
it Parkland Hospital in Dallas, 
i larrison said, “It was dropped 
n one of the cots at the hos- 
pital” 

' The Warren Report said the 
bullet in question in all prob- 
, ability had passed through 
President Kennedy and struck 1 
Texas Goy. John Connally* The 
report concluded that Oswald 
was the lone assassin. 

GARRISON described the 
men he said killed Kennedy 
as “Cuban adventurers/ 1 He 
said all , were not necessarily 
Cuban in nationality* 

“Them was a mixture of in- 
F dividuals, but the point is they 
; were all anti-Castro oriented 
and had been engaged in anti- ; 
Castro training/* 

' ^The district attorney said he 
did not know exactly bow the 
assassins escaped after the 
killing, hut “we know they 
left the scene in cars * * . and 
headed in all different direc- 
tions*” 

/ “IPs quite obvious that the 
CIA knew who they were” 
Garrison said, “because they

"No J^idmate^ Cuban or- 
ganization was involved/ 1 

Garrison would not com- 
ment on whether he thought 
the alleged assassins are still 
alive. He said their where- 
abouts are being concealed by 
the CIA. 

“THEY ARE making every 
possible effort to prevent a 
trial/ 1 he said, of the CIA. 

He said the organization 
could slow down, but not stop, 1 
his investigation. 

Of the reported wounding of 
Gordon Novel, Sunday by a 
sniper in Nashville, Term., 
Garrison said he was not sur- 
prised to hear a report that 
Novel had headed for Wash- 
ington, D. C* 

“When Novel first fled from 
New Orleans he headed 
straight for McLean, Va.* 

: which is the Central InteUl- | 

! gence Agency suburb. This is 
not surprising because Gordon 
Novel was a former CIA em- 
ploye in the early 60s." 

Garrison called Novel “a 
houseguest of the COA*' who ; 
was in the position of “a can- 
ary visiting a cat who he 
thinks is a friend of his/'

The district ationie# Csaid 
be did not believe the CIA 
. planned the Kennedy murder, 
or knew of it beforehand. He 
/added, however, that “it is 
entirely possible that at the’ v 
working level there were in- 
dividuals— who are still not 
dear— that who had an 
awareness of it. But as far 
as the individuals participat- t 
mg, they were not, in our re* 
gard, CIA men as of the day 
of the assassination." . 

Garrison said the CIA re- ' 
fused to give him a picture he 
had subpenaed, showing Os- 
wald and a Cuban companion 
leaving the Cuban embassy in : 
Mexico in 1963* Hie district at- 
torney said the CIA told him 
the picture never existed* He 
contends the agency is lying. 

Speaking of arrests in his 
probe, he siad, “We could 
make another one right now, 
or in the very near future, 
but we will delay it as long 



as possible." 

He explained that intense 
coverage by newsmen made 
his office virtually inoperable 
in the aftermath of an ar- 
rest. - • ••

GARRISON called “purely 
co-incidental 1 ” the fact that 
several of the people impli- 
cated in his investigation are 
alleged homosexuals. He said 
the issue was not really rele- 
vant to the case* 

“Hie major theme of the 
case-^and , I can say this 
knowing there’s no shadow of 
a doubt about it— is the Cuban 
adventure, and the reactions j 
of men involved in the Cuban j 
adventure; the detente which 
President Kennedy announced I 
and formulated in the early i 
fall of 1962 and which en- 
forced in the most forceful 
terms in the late summer of 
1963, thus arousing a vehe- 
ment reaction from a num- 
ber of individuals conumited 
to an adventure in Cuba/ 1
